A half-century ago in Long Grove has 
been a patchwork of many, many 

things. 

To begin with, it seemed we lived in 
Prairie View, as that was our first 
mailing address. The Prairie View Post 
Office covers all the territory from the 
Des Plaines River to Lake Zurich. 

The nearest transportation where the 
train stations in Palatine, Barrington or 
even Highland Park. 

We had a Libertyville telephone 
exchange when we finally got a phone, 
two years after the marriage in 1938. 
(In those days one had to ring up the 
operator by a handle on the side of the 
phone, and tell her the number you 
wanted-none of this push button stuff! ) 

All this was rather confusing to 
visitors trying to locate us. But the 
following incorporation of Long Grove 
in December, 1956, and the decision of 
Lake Zurich to have rural delivery 
routes, which allowed Long Grove a 
route and a substation, we came to feel 
a little more settled. 

Entering into the life of the com- 
munity also helped establish a firm 
foundation. We got to know many of the 
farmers and the people in several 
settlements in the area. We registered 
to vote in the one and only precinct in 
Vernon Twp. where Adlai Stevenson 
voted as a presidential candidate at the 
Town Hall in Half Day. This little 
building is just west of Washburn 
Church, which later was turned over to 
the congregation to use as a Sunday 
school. 

Father William was elected to the 
Township Board as a Justice of the 
Peace under Sup. Lloyd Ritzenthaler, 
and he adjudiciated many a neighborly 
dispute and even performed marriage 
ceremonies. 
Grocery shopping-a ten mile trip 



either to Barrington, Libertyville, or 
Highland Park-was taken in stride as a 
part of the country living. Quite in 
contrast are the shopping areas today 
at nearly every crossroad which can 
furnish everything from fast foods to 
TV sets and video tapes. 

What a treasure was John Hans' store 
in Long Grove where we found just the 
right hardware to argument what was 
needed for our house as it was erected. 

When we raised our family, schools 
became an all absorbing interest in 
which we participated as members of 
the Gridley School Community Club 
and their square dance group. Father 
William became a member of that 
three-man School Board, then of 
Kildeer Countryside School's seven- 
man Board, and finally served as 
president of the Ela-Vemon High 
School Board. At the local level, he 
served on the first Plan Commission in 
Long Grove, and a member of the 
Vernon Area Planning Board. 

My service as a judge of elections was 
in the new Precinct No.2 in the old 
Aptakisic School, then in the new Ap- 
takisic School, then in the Half Day Fire 
Station, located in the new Vernon 
Town Hall in Prarie View, and finally in 
Vernon Township's Precinct No. 227 at 
Kildeer School. This has been most 
rewarding. So many people have 
widened my horizons and warmed my 
heart. 

In thinking of changes in our lifetime, 
nothing could have changed more than 
the election process.. From the paper 
ballots marked in squares by pen of the 
voter-the counting of which sometimes 
kept the judges there all night-to the 
voting machines enabling the counting 
of ballots by computer at the county 
courthouse in Waukegan, giant strides 
have been made. 

Eventually Vernon Township got a 
library, and we became more and more 
"civilized" as many farms disap- 



peared under the pressure ot 
development, with the lessening of 
inflation and the lowering of the in- 
terest rates in the last few years. 
Clusters of houses with fancy la no-

We are thankful that we have known 
these things, and are still living in a 
rather secluded woodsy area, able to

Change Tax Rules 

Editor: 

For two decades now, parents, tax- 
payers, teachers and school boards 
have lamented the fact that the state of 
Illinois does not provide enough money 
for education. So the local property 
taxpayers are forced to do it. 

This reliance on the property tax for 
school funding pits the needs of children 



A campaign issue is shaping up for 
the November election that in many 
ways will have far greater influence on 
the daily lives of Illinois citizens than 
whether George Bush or Michael J. 
Dukakis will be the next President of 
the United States. 

Illinois voters will be asked whether a 
Constitutional Convention should be 
convened in 1990 to make changes in the 
present Constitution that was rewritten 
at Con-Con 1970. The revised Con- 
stitution provides that every 20 years 
consideration should be given to 
making changes and the people are 
asked to decide. 

Battle lines are forming on the 
question of Con-Con 1990 between 
Citizens and Constitutional Reform 
headed by Patrick Quinn, a Cook 
County politician who has been in- 
strumental in bringing about sweeping 
governmental changes in the past, and 



the Committee to Preserve the Illinois 
Constitution, a statewide coalition of 
business and governmental leaders. 

With Quinn involved, anything can 
happen.' We think reopening the Con- 
stitution to possible amendment will be 
a mistake, especially if Quinn is per- 
mitted to exercise his personal brand of 
mischief. We emphatically urge voters 
to turn thumbs down on Con-Con 1990. 

Quinn particularly is interested in 
providing for voter initiative like the 
California system where all sorts of 
whacky ideas are permited to get on the 
ballot and the general body politic is 
subject to persecution by special in- 
terest groups. What Quinn is regarding 
as "defects" in the present Constitution 
in reality are safeguards against chaos. 
If voters take time to study the pros 
and cons of a costly and unnecessary 
convention in 1990, we predict that they 
will vote no. We earnestly hope so.

Quayle 
as 'good fit'

Report from New Orleans- 
There are no complaints among Lake 
County delegates and other Illinois 
Republicans over Vice President 
George Bush's choice of U.S. Sen. Dan 
Quayle, a relative unknown, as a 
running mate. 

"Surprise, yes, but after the initial 
impact all of us feel that he fits," 
reported Lake County State's Atty. 
Fred Foreman in an early morning 
phone call following a few hours sleep 
after a Mississippi riverboat outing 
with fellow county delegates and local 
GOP stalwarts. 

What does Quayle bring to the ticket 
and what does his selection mean, this 
writer echoed in chorus with a startled 
nation? 

Foreman recounted that 
Congressman Kemp was the popular 
choice for Veep, but he quickly 
enumerated the virtues of the 41-year- 
old Hoosier politician. "He has special 
appeal to women voters, younger 
people and farmers. We're seeing 
Quayle as an exciting young person on 
the new Republican team Bush is 
putting together to follow the Reagan 
years. In that way," the young state's 




Foreman relates, to Quayles 
generation, as he'll be celebrating his 
40th birthday Monday, Aug. 22. Youth 
obviously is a key factor. The other key, 
according to Foreman, is Busns 
determination to get all the "right 
members on the Bush team, meaning 
covering ethnic and special interest 
considerations.

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Bridges, plot power & 
blend in 'Tucker' yes 

by GLORIA DAVIS 

The biggest film opening of the week without a 
doubt was "Tucker: A Man and His Dream," biding to 
be one of the most important pics of the year with 
names like Francis Ford Coppola, George Lucas and 
often Academy Award nominee Jeff Bridges on its 
credits roster. 

THE STORYLINE IS A GIMMEE, — a case of a 
true story having a plot better than most film writers 
could conjure — the real life story of how the big three 
auto manufacturers and politicians ruined the 
dreams and the business and probably eventually the 
life of Preston Tucker because the automobile he 
thought up in the late 1940's was better than anything 
they had come up with. 

KUDOS TO BRIDGES who plays the self-confident 
dreamer with aplomb, abley assisted by a great 
supporting cast led by Martin Landau, Joan Allen and 
papa Lloyd Bridges. 

Coppola, who loves dark scenes, utilizes them here, 
a technique I might question in many of the scenes 
like the ones at the Tucker homestead and in the 
factory. 

THE PLOT DEALT primarily with "David's fight 
against Goliath,"in this case, Goliath's winning, 
despite emerging battle- scared from his court defeat. 

Good as this story menu is, it left this reviewer only 
partially satiated, because the only glimpse we may 
have gotten of the man, named Tucker, was during 
his court sumation. 

I FOUND THE TALE of this outstanding in- 
dividual so interesting, I found myself wishing they 
would follow a movie with a predessessor. What made 
Preston Tucker the man that he was? 

I would like to know more about the man and his 
family, 30 years before the Tucker automobile came 
into being.

"Tucker, The Man and His Dream" shows part of 
the man and all of one dream come true, so true as to 
rankle detroit to muster a phoney swindle charge 
against the mart and his car of tomorrow. 

THE UP-SCALE MOVIE, directed by Francis 
Ford Coppola, swings around a larger-than-life 
Tucker played by Jeff Bridges, and is set in cocksure, 
post-World-War-II, when all of America is riding the 
crest of its greatest victory. 

Backed by the "swing" music of the 40s composed 
and arranged by Joe Jackson, the Arnold Schulman 
and David Seidler script never once lapses into 
meloncholy or a feeling of defeat. 

Tucker is always on top, maintaining a stature only 
true of story-book heroes. Yet, this exagerrated hero 
is magnificent and insiring to watch, particularly if 
one happens to be a Jeff Bridges fan, such as this 
reviewer. By watching Bridge's face, you can see 
Tucker think through his problems with a quick- 
attack mastery most people only hope to emulate. 

HE WAS A HEROIC MAN, with a heroic wife, and 
heroic kids, in that the kids never got in the way, and 
his wife stood in his stead and handled problems when 
he wasn't there. Unreal? Yes. But, hyperbole helped 
make a beautiful picture about a beautiful dream of a 
man of character. 

How many take a dream and run with it? How many 
dream runners succeed? What is their measure of 
success? To Howard Hughes, played by Dean 
Stockwell, with Hughes talking about his Spruce 
Goose, Hughes says, "People don't understand. It 
doesn't matter it never flew. It's the dream that 
counts." Preston Tucker, after his trial said, "It's the 

idea, the dream that counts."

SFCOND LEVEL 

By Landmark Designs 

A central hexagon is the core of the 
Coolidge, containing all the public 
spaces for living, working and enter- 
taining. A raised entry into the front 
facet of the hex leads directly into the 
large living room/dining room area, 
This is a bright open space, with tall 
windows looking out onto the rear 
deck and back side yards. 

The kitchen, to the right of the entry 
at the front of the house, is entirely 
separate from the formal dining area. 
In addition to ample counter space, 
a garden window, pantry, and full set 
of appliances, the kitchen also pro- 
vides casual living and eating space. 
The central island counter has built- 
in seating facing into aT V nook. This 
arrangement was adapted from a plan 
published in February's Better Homes 
and Gardens. It makes excellent use 
of the space, although many home- 
owners may want to preserve the 
option of designing the island as an 
eating bar, having conventional chairs 
facing the other way. 



The master suite in the Coolidge 
fills the downstairs of a wing to the 
left of the hexagon. It contains a sleep- 
ing area, walk-in closet, double vanity 
and full bath. A small room in the 
same wing can serve as a den, guest 
room, or — with the addition of a door 
— a private office or sitting room for 
the master suite. 

Two smaller bedrooms and another 
full bath are above the master suite. 
Conventional wisdom says the main 
bathroom should be upstairs for max- 
imum privacy; however many of our 
readers with growing children say 
they want the option of living 
entirely on one floor once the kids 
leave the nest.
